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Woburn and Lowell Streets 


Target deal could 
bring commuter relief

WILMINGTON- A new depart- 
ment store has been targeted for 
the neighboring town of Woburn, 
and it could hit the bull’s-eye for 
traffic relief here in Wilmington. 

If the Target Department Store 
Company gets its —_— way, 
Wilmington residents will begin 
seeing some let-up in the traffic 
that has been associated with the 
developments near Presidential 
Way in Woburn. If all goes 
according to plan, the commuter 
relief could be felt by October. 

At a recent special meeting, 
the Woburn City Council signed 
agreements that would put into 
place the elements necessary to 
complete by October the 
upgrades being made on 
Commerce Way in East Woburn. 
The agreement was made with 
Target, whose upcoming depart- 
ment store would clearly benefit 
from the easier traffic flow once 
the construction is finished. 

Currently, Presidential Way is 
accessed only through side roads 
in Wilmington. Once completed, 
the 1-93 Interchange would allow 
drivers a more direct route to 
Presidential Way through 


Commerce Way. The interchange 
will also greatly abate the cur- 
rently-congested intersection of 
Woburn and Lowell Streets in 
Wilmington. 

The Target Department Store 
will anchor the development that 
is taking place on “Parcel A” of 
the former Industri-Plex site, 
which is located to the south of 
the new I-93 Interchange. A 150- 
room hotel and buildings offering 
office spaces are also under con- 
struction in the busy region. 

In completing the construc- 
tion, Target will be able to cover 
the additional costs involving 
crane rentals and various materi- 
als. Target will also cover the 
expenses necessary for the 
drainage work that needs to be 
done on Commerce Way. 

A Public Works Economic 
Development Grant from the 
state has been instrumental in 
getting the construction along. 
At one point, however, it was dis- 
covered that the drainage in the 
area was inadequately designed. 
Originally, the state had agreed to 
pay for the cost of upgrading the 
drainage system, provided that

Voters to determine lucky candidates

WILMINGTON - Fresh faces, 
or seasoned vetera: 

Voters are almost always faced 
with that question as they head to 
the polls on Election Day, and 
Saturday, April 15 will prove to be 
no exception for Wilmington resi- 
dents 

This year only two boards 
and/or committees have fewer 
seats available than the number 
of candidates who hope to claim 
them. On the whole, there are 
candidates all across the ballot 
who are either unchallenged or 
evenly matched to the number of 
seats that are up for grabs. 

Here is a rundown of the choic- 
es voters will have to make when 
they go to their precincts and 
have the final say on April 15. 

* BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 
One term for three years. Three 
candidates. The math here spells 
sweet victory for only one person. 
Who will it be? Incumbent and 
Selectmen Chairman Robert J 
Cain, who lives at 39 Arlene 
Avenue? Or challengers Daryn J. 
Marsh, of 51 Adams Street, and 
Mark Nelson, of 6 Polk Street? 

* SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Two terms spanning three years 
are available. Everything seems 
poised to work out fine for both 
candidates on the ballot 
Incumbent Suzanne L. Clarkin, of 
39 Reno Road, and Richard J. 
Scanlon, of 37 Birchwood Road. 

Two years on an unexpired 
term is also available. Nora 
Zinan, of 6 Revere Avenue, is cur- 
rently sitting on the committee. 
She is also the only candidate on 


the ballot who is seeking this 
term. The unexpired term was 
originally being served by 
Bridget Zukas. Zinan replaced 
Zukas when she resigned from 
the Committee. 

. TOWN MODERATOR 
James C. Stewart, who lives at 16 
Stonehedge Drive, appears on the 
ballot as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion in this category. Nobody 
appears on the ballot to challenge 
him. 

* HOUSING AUTHORITY. 
Arthur Hicks, who lives at 204 


Deming Way Extension, is the 
single candidate on the ballot 
who is seeking the one five-year 
term that is available. 

Charles Fiore, of 12 Concord 
Street, is the only candidate in 
this category to be vying for the 
one-year seat that is available on 
an unexpired term.

Other matters on which resi- 
dents will vote: 

* WORK IS GOOD FOR THE 
SOUL. Article 42 will give resi- 
dents a chance to vote for or 
against establishing a tax work- 
off program for disabled veter- 
ans. Voters will further decide 
whether or not $10,000 should be 
raised to create such work oppor- 
tunities. 

* POLICE MATTERS. Will 
Edward P. Sheridan be allowed to 
take the civil service Police 
Department entrance examina- 
tion? If voters say “yes,” then the 
Board of Selectmen will be autho- 
rized to petition the State 
Legislature in hopes of making it

Should 
Wilmington also bump ahead the 
annual Town Meeting from late 
April to the last Saturday in 
March? (Article 45) 

¢ NEW ACCOUNT. Article 46 
will give residents an opportunity 
to establish an Open Space and 
Recreation Account for the pur 
pose of acquiring land for the 
open space and recreation needs 
of the town and its citizens. 

* OPEN LAND, Articles 47, 48 
and 49 will give voters a choice

Only about 30 percent of Bay State 
cats are up-to-date on their rabies 
shots. All dogs and cats living in 
Massachusetts are required by law 
to be vaccinated against rabies. 

More than 450 dogs and cats are 
exposed to rabid animals in Massa- 
chusetts in an average year. Be- 
cause rabies is an infectious anc 
contagious disease that can be trans- 
mitted to humans, these exposed 
animals must be dealt with prop- 
erly to ensure public safety. Ex- 
posed dogs and cats, which are not 
currently vaccinated, must either 
be isolated at an animal hospital 
for three months, or be destroyed. 
Because of the low compliance with 
the vaccination laws, euthanasia is 
the outcome in more than 15 per- 
cent of the cases of over 65 pets a 
year. 

Rabies is now a permanent fix- 
ture in the wildlife population of 
Massachusetts. Though the virus 
may not be detected in an area for 
long periods of time, it is still 
present. Vaccinating your dog or 
cat is the best way to prevent the 
threat of rabies from entering your 
home. Keeping your pets up to date 
on their shots is not only the law, it 
is also in the best interest of your 
animals and your family

TEWKSBURY — Sheriff Jim 
DiPaola has been a lot of 
things in recent years - a Med- 
ford police officer, a State Rep- 
resentative and now Sheriff. 

But, he says he’s found this 
job to be “the most interesting 
and most chatlenging” of them 
all. 

He also says he’s en- 
couraged by a new Community 
Corrections Center program 
now underway in Cambridge 
but due to spread if successful 

Sheriff DiPaola came on the 
job in an election on Nov. 5, 
1996 and two years later he 
beat Winchester’s Brad Bailey 
for the six-year term. 

In this period of time, he’s 
been exposed to a lot of the 
problems encountered in cor- 
rectional work 

However, he’s put the em- 
phasis on “correction” and 
“rehabilitation” and actively 
counseling inmates to try to 
make certain they will not 
return to the Billerica House of 


Correction. 

These days, the Billerica 
House of Correction, built in 
1929, is still the same facility 
with some “temporary” build- 
ings set up, as well as quarters 
in an old livery stable 

The 1,100 inmates live in an 
area designed for 300. Double 
bunking is still the rule, despite 
a major issue with the court 
four years ago (the agreement 
was that prisoners would get 
more out-of-cell-time to com- 
pensate for the double bunk- 
ing). 

Still, a lot’s happening: like 
the inmate released after only 
two days yesterday afternoon 
at 4 p.m!

In high school baseball having 
depth in both pitching and catching 
can take a team a long way.

"It's hard to get a line on it 
because it's still early," said 
Scanlon. "We've had five scrim- 
magesso far and we've played well. 
I'm pleased with what I'm seeing.

The right-hander can 
absolutely dominate games, espe- 
cially when no runners are on, but 
seems to get a little rattled when 
runners are on which is when he 
gets in the most trouble. But he has 
an outstanding fastball and curve, 
while he mixes in several different 
pitches as well to keep hitters off 
balance. 

His twin brother, Pat, is a left- 
hander and more of a herky-jerky 
junk pitcher, but he too can bring 
the heat when he wants too. If the 
two of them are on orkkend good

ae FFowlett, Truiera and 
Gennetti have about 30 varsity in- 
nings combined between them.

Right now Banda is the starting 
first baseman, And he's also the 
best hitter the team has as he led 
the team and league in batting last 
year at .500, and he also clubbed 6 
homers, including two against 
Tewksbury at Alumni Field. 

Marty Tildsley is the starting 
second baseman and he's a real 
smooth player who won't do any- 
thing flashy either with the glove or 
bat, but does the smart things and 
gets the job done. Quigley moves to 
shortstop and his athleticism alone 
should make him into a good all- 
around player. He does go into 
slumps a little bit with the bat, but 
he's coming off terrific seasons in 
both basketball and football, so 
perhaps a banner baseball season 
awaits.

ting offcuts of moldings or architrave 
with a sharp saw and a miter tool, 
then fix them together using wood 
glue, as we have done here.

Decorative molding is one of the 
easiest and most creative yet least 
expensive ways to add beauty to an 
interior decor.

Changing an interior door 


Question: I would like to change a 
bedroom door, but wonder what's 
involved. Can you help? 

Answer: It’s always good to find a 
partner when replacing a door, rec- 
ommends Brian Jordan of The Home 


First, remove the old door by tak- 
ing the pins out of the hinges. Next, 
use a nail-pulling tool to take the nails 
out of the frame and remove it. 

Use a ’s square level and 
plumb bob to make sure the existing 
frame is square and plumb. Center 
the pre-hung door and slide it into the 
frame. Then, nail the lock side of the 
frame into place, followed by the 
remainder of the frame. Be sure not 
to hammer the nails in fully until you 
have made final adjustments. Finally 
add the shims. 

Question: Is there an inexpensive 
way to prevent drafts coming in from 
underneath my door? 

Answer: A wide piece of masking 
tape and a rolled-up rug or towel will 
do in a pinch, but a permanent solu- 
tion is just as easy and inexpensive, 
says Carl Roberts of The Home 
Depot. The amount of space under the 
door will dictate which kind of insula- 
tion to use. If the space is somewhat 
large, a door bottom with vinyl fins is 
most effective. Self-adhesive vinyl 
strips work well for small cracks, but 
will not last for more than a season. 


For a true cure, use.a weather-strip- 


ping that attaches with nails or 
screws. If an irregular floor is the 
source of your problem, use a broom 
fiber vinyl strip. Weather-stripping 
below a door aiso helps to keep dirt 
out, says Roberts.

1. If your home 1s like most, there’s 
at least a little wrought iron or steel 
around and more than likely, some of 
it could use a fresh coat of paint. 
Should you be thinking about painting 
something made of these “ferrous 
metals,” here’s what you need to 
know. 

First and foremost, meticulous sur- 
face preparation is a must when 
painting ferrous metal. Anything less 
may seriously compromise the 
appearance and durability of the fin- 
ished paint job and eventually, the 
integrity of the metal itself. 

Rust is the main concern, of 
course. It can begin to form almost 
immediately when ferrous metal is 
exposed to rain, snow, or any other 
type of moisture, and as much of it as 
possible should be removed before 
painting iron or steel.

On smaller jobs-lampposts, rail- 
ings, swing sets, and the like you can 
remove heavy rust and loose paint 
with a chisel-style scraper, then elimi- 
nate the rust residue by wire-brush- 
ing. On larger jobs, power wire-brush- 
ing equipment (e.g., an electric drill 
with a wire brush attachment) or a 
disk sander can be used. While you 
may not be able to eliminate all 
traces of old rust, remove as much as 
possible before applying a primer. 

Whether you use hand-tools or 
power equipment to remove rust, be 
sure to wear personal protective 
equipment in the form of gloves, gog- 
gles and an appropriate dust mask. 

After wire brushing, remove all 
remaining particles of metal and rust 
before applying any coating. This can 
be accomplished as follows: 

* brush off loose particles with a 
soft-bristle brush; 

scrub the surface with detergent 
and water solution; 

rinse the surface thoroughly with 
clean water. 


Do not skip surface preparation 
just because the iron or steel surface 
is new. Even if it isn’t visible to the 
naked eye, some rust may be present 
and it must be removed as described 
above. Also, new metal may have mill 
oil on it; before applying any coating, 
this should be removed by scrubbing 
and rinsing. 


2. Priming is especially important 
when painting ferrous metal. Not only 
will it help prevent corrosion and 
rusting, but it will also help the paint 
adhere to the surface. 

However, it is very important to use 
the right type of primer on iron and 
steel. Experts at the Rohm and Haas 
Paint Quality Institue recommend 
that you use a high quality, acrylic 
latex or oil-based, corrosion-inhibitive 
primer when painting these surfaces. 
If you use another type of primer, rust 
could reappear or form quickly. 

Be sure to prime the metal prompt- 
ly after removing rust, and other 
impurities, making sure that the sur- 
face is completely dry. This timing is 
vital because rust can begin to reform 
on the metal if the surface is exposed 
for as little as a day or two! If that 
happens, you'll have to repeat the sur- 
face preparation. 

Select a top quality acrylic latex 
paint for metal surfaces. These coat- 
ings are more durable than ordinary 
paints and have excellent resistance 
to fading. For the best perfromances, 
apply two coats of paint, unless the 
manufacturer’s label suggests other- 
wise. 

Primer and paint should always be 
applied to ferrous metal in thick coats 
for optimum durability and maximum 
rust resistance.

Moldings are available in dozens of 
styles and materials and can be found 
at most home improvement centers. 
Synthetic trims moldings, which are 
made of wood composites or rigid 
foam covered with a layer of 
melamine, are less expensive than 
hardwood moldings. 

When placing the moldings on a 
wall, think odd-number proportions. 
Chair-rail moldings look best when 
placed about one-third of the way up 
the wall. For higher moldings, go 
beyond the halfway mark - three fifths 


up from the floor. Never divide any 
area in half, Sawyer says. Also be 
careful around windows and doors to 
avoid bisecting them. 


How molding measures up 

‘To see how much you’ll need, mea- 
sure the length of each wall, round up 
to the next foot and then add another 
foot. That way, you’ll be sure to have 
enough molding to cover outside cor- 
ner miters. For example, if your wall 
is 88", you'll need 10’ to cover the 
wall. (round up from 8’8” to 9’, then 
add a foot for a total of 10’.) 

Most moldings are made of soft- 
woods like pine or fir and should be 
handled with care. If you are storing 
the molding before using it, keep it in 
a dry and clean place. Before 
installing, place it in the room where 
it will go for a day or two. This allows 
the wood to acclimate to the room 
temperature and humidity, helping 
prevent expansion or contraction 
after it has been installed. 


What you'll need 

“Only basic tools are needed to 
install wood moldings, but the better 
the tool quality, the easier the task, 
and the more professional the look,” 
says Sawyer. 

Because you want to create tight- 
fitting joints, a sharp saw and a quali- 
ty miter box are the most important 
tools for working with trim and mold- 


Practice cutting on scraps before 
beginning your project. If you are 


applying more than one type of mold- 
ing to create a build-up design, use 
scrap pieces to decide how you want it 
stacked and spaced. 


Ready, set, cut 

For best results, measure and cut 
your molding first. It is generally eas- 
ier and faster to do the finish after 
the molding has been measured and 
cut, but before it has been installed. 
Smooth and sand any rough areas, 
sanding with the grain and using 150 
to 200 grit sandpaper. Wipe the saw- 
dust off with a slightly damp cloth. 
Next, apply either a satin or paint fin- 
ish. If you plan to use a stain, make 
sure you choose solid molding. 
Finger-jointed molding works well if 
you plan to paint. 

When installing the molding, nail it 
down one piece at a time, working 
your way around the room. If you are 
using finishing nails, blunt the ends 
with a hammer to prevent splitting 
before driving them into the wood. 
After all the molding is installed, 
countersink the nail heads, fill the 
holes with wood putty and touch up 
the finish.

Because this finish is relatively 
easy to emulate, it is an ideal paint 
technique to experiment with. By 
using the same materials and paints 
you will achieve different results each 
time you try, but good results can be 
achieved fairly quickly. If at any stage 
you are not happy with the effect that 
is being produced, let it dry, repaint 
in your chosen base coat metal color 
(either gold, bronze, or copper) and 
start again.

Tewksbury 

“The Registry of Deeds’ new 
‘one-stop-shopping’ concept 
could mean a boon to the 
processes of the town’s govern- 
ment,” notes the “Tewksbury 
‘Town Crier.” 

“Richard Howe, Jr., Registrar 
of Deeds, came before the Board 
of Selectmen to discuss the 
potential impact of the board's 
new compucer system data 
access, 

“We're about to move into a 
next generation of computers. 
The capabilities they present us 
are great,’ said Mr. Howe. He 
stated that the new system is 
called Genographic information 
System Technology, which is a 
series of maps related to land 

“There are ten towns in the 
northern district of Middlesex 
County, including Tewksbury, 
that surround Lowell. The tradi- 
tional mission of the registry of 
deeds hasn’t changed much: 
‘recording documents with rela- 
tion to land, creating record 
books, creating indexes and 
we're open to the public,’ said 
Mr. Howe. 

“The [GIS] is a series of 
overlays, like sheets of plastic 
layered over a map of the town. 
It can be done electronically on 
the computer and can be 
accessed over the Internet,’ Mr. 
Howe said. He said that if you 
start out with a simple street 
and subdivision plan of the 
town, you could add layers over 
it showing everything from zon- 
ing and wetlands to the footprint 
of each building and sewer lines. 


“The degree of accuracy 
that’s involved would allow mea- 
surements of setback, and side 
yard calculations of area right 
from the computer’ Mr. Howe 
said. He indicated that informa- 
tion on a particular parcel of 
land could be accessed by click- 
ing on the parcel. The computer 
could link to data in the 
Assessor's office in the Town 
Hall to check property owner- 
ship, link to data from the reg- 
istry of deeds for purchase 
prices and mortgage informa- 
tion, and even link to data 
regarding schools, fire stations, 
and neighborhood demograph- 
ics.

because of the Transportation 
Center. 

“Some of the parking will be 
for park and ride commuters,” 
Dever said, “so that, instead of 
going all the way down I-93 peo- 
ple will stop and take the train.” 

The transportation facility is 
also being built to act as a cap 
to a portion of the land which 
was once a contaminated super- 
fund site. 

According to Dever, west of 
the area being used by Target 
are several mounds that will not 
be built on. They are the capped 
mounds of hides from the for- 
mer tanning facilities that were 
operated on the site 

Those hides are now buried 
under several feet of dirt which 
cover a plastic coating so that 
the land will be safe for public 
use without the worry of future 
health problems 

Dever said, “When we're 
through we will have a very 
attractive industrial park.” 

He estimates that ti.e project 
will provide the city with close 
to one million square feet of 
build out space. 

“It will be a very substantial 
income to the city,” Dever said. 
“It will bring in jobs and people 
shopping.” 

He said it all part of the 
city’s transformation from a 
manufacturing community to a 
host for high tech businesses. 

Another plus for Woburn is 
that, although state funds are 
being used, the development is 
being done in accord with 
Woburn's zoning codes.

“Erin Brockovich”

MOVIE: “ERIN BROCK- 
OVICH” 
GRADE: *** 

Review: Julia Roberts has 
another hit on her hands as the 
title role in this true story about 
a receptionist in a legal firm 
whose perseverance and deter- 
mination help win a $333 million 
lawsuit against Pacific Gas and 
Electric in California. 

Roberts plays Brockovich, 
who takes a job as a secretary 
in a law firm run by Albert 
Finney’s character. While filing 
paperwork in a pro bono real 
estate case she finds medical 
records for families that live 
near a power plant, noticing 
that many of them have 
leukemia and other serious 
health problems. 

She investigates further, and 
finds that the power plant they 
live near is likely responsible for 
the problems, and even worse, 
the company knows about the 
health problems. A lawsuit 
ensues, and the plot becomes a 
modern version of David and 
Goliath. 

This plays like ‘A Civil Action’ 
on the West Coast, but Roberts 
does a much better job in con- 
veying the human side of her 
character than John Travolta 
did in ‘Action’. Finney turns in a 
strong performance as well, as 
do all the supporting actors.

this disease three times in a 
year on an average. A cold usu- 
ally lasts from three to ten days. 
The patient feels miserable for 
the first three days or so. 

SYMPTOMS 

The first signs of a cold are a 
feeling of soreness of the throat 
and congestion of the nasal pas- 
sage. Although the disease nor- 
mally begins in the nose and 
throat, it affects all parts of the 
body. Its usual symptoms are a 
running nose, sneezing, a rise in 
temperature, headache, sore 
throat, chill, aches and pains in 
the body and loss of appetite. 
The skin around the nostrils 
may become sore. 

CAUSES 

The common cold results 
from exposure to a virus. Its 


intensity however, depends upon - 


the state of health of the person 
and by environmental factors. 
Lowered vitality, allergic disor- 
ders of the nose and throat, 
chilling of the body, lack of 
sleep, depression, fatigue and 
factors such as sudden changes 
in temperature, dust and other 
irritating inhalations are impor- 


tant contributory causes for the 
development of a cold. 

Naturalists feel that the real 
cause of a cold, however, may be 
the toxic condition of the body 
brought about by wrong feeding 
habits such as an excessive 
intake of starch, carbohydrates, 
proteins and other acid-forming 
foods. A cold is, therefore, 
nature’s simplest way of 
expelling toxic waste from the 
human system. The duration of 
the cold will depend on the 
amount of poisons accumulated 
in the body and the rapidity 
with -vhich they are expelled. 

TREATMENT 

To treat a cold by means of 
customary suppressive drugs 


like aspirin and codeine only 
masks symptoms. For such a 
treatment puts a sudden stop to 
the eliminative process then tak- 
ing place and forces the toxic 
matter back into the tissues 
again. Moreover, drugs have no 
effect on the duration of the 
cold. It has been said that a cold 
can be cured in a week by tak- 
ing medicines, otherwise it will 
subside in seven days.

All about 
water heaters 


Because water heaters both 
heat and store water, the rate 
at which the vater is heated 
and the capacity of the tank af- 
fect the supply of hot water at 
your fixtures. The speed at 
which a unit heats water is 
called its recovery rate. 

This figure indicates the 
amount of water in gallons that 
can be heated to 100 F in one 
hour. 

Once you draw water faster 
than it's heated, the tempera- 
ture drops. However, because 
the tank stores hot water, its 
capacity also affects the ongo- 
ing availability at the tap. 

The appropriate capacity 
and recovery rate of a water 
heater depend on how much 
hot water your home demands 
and the type of heater you 
choose. Typically, heaters with 
low recovery rates have a high 
tank capacity. Although it 
takes longer to heat the water, 
there’s more of it for inter- 
mittent use. Electric heaters 
fall into this category. On the 
other hand, a fuel-fired heater 
with a high recovery rate, 
needn’t have a large tank be- 
cause it can heat the water 
faster.

If your home doesn’t have a 
hot-water tank, you probably 
have a hot-water or steam 
home-heating system that also 
heats water for your taps. Ta 
accomplish the job, your boiler 
has a tankless water heater. 
Here a coil of pipe is connected 
at one end to the cold water 
supply, and at the other to your 
hot water delivery piping. As 
the boiler heats the water that 
warms your home, that water 
heats the coil, creating hot 
water at your taps. 

Because tankless heaters 
only heat water as it’s used, 
there’s no cost for maintaining 
heat in a large volume of water 
during periods of low usage. 
However, they do have a few 
drawbacks.

necessary and a_ cold-water 
mixing valve should be in- 
stalled to reduce the chance of 
scalding. Second, the boiler 
must fire to generate hot water 
— an efficiency during the 
winter months, but decidedly 
more wasteful when the 


-weather is warm. Like tank- 


type heaters, tankless heaters 
are designed to achieve a 
specific heating rate. Once the 
rate is exceeded by demand, 
the temperature of the water 
drops. In some cases, storage 
tanks are connected to the 
heating coil to increase hot 
water availability. 

In addition to _ boiler- 
mounted tankless _ heaters, 
stand-alone units are available. 
Gas-fired instantaneous 
heaters utilize a coil and heat 
exchanger to heat water as it’s 
required. Like boiler-mounted 
units, instantaneous water 
heaters don’t use energy to 
maintain the heat in a volume 
of water, but only fire as hot 
water is required. On the down 
side, stand-alone units typically 
have a lower flow rate than 
boiler-mounted systems and 


might fall short during periods 
of high demand.

It’s all in the details this spring. 
Simple drama is achieved with 
details. The elegance of the 
Edwardians who steered the Titanic 
to fashion fame continues to influ- 
ence brides, who are choosing from 
a variety of silhouettes this spring, 
from sleek and slim to A-lines and 
even a few ball gowns. 

But these days, getting mar- 
ried doesn’t mean you have to get 
all gussied up. But, then again, 
you can if you want to. 

“The wedding dresses are not 
quite as adorned as they have been 
in the past,” says Lincoln Moore, 
bridal collection buyer at Saks Fifth 
Avenue.

“I think there is a real swing 
toward more modern gowns that 
aren't quite so traditional,” says 
Yuki, who has designed bridal gowns 
for Demi Moore and Nadia 
Comaneci 

“The interest this year is in the 
fabrics,” says Moore. Wrap styling 
appears in Katsura’s more layered 
gowns. A white stretch chiffon 
sheath with a satin organza over- 
lay ties around the body. The fab- 
ne is embroidered with bugle beads 
and tiny Austrian crystals sewn 
in a fine woven pattern that glis- 
tens with every movement. 

Indeed, beadwork and lace are 
two details many bridal designers 
do not overlook this spring and 
summer. 

“It's not as heavy as in the past,” 
admits Moore. “It's more unusu- 
al and more delicate.” 

At Vera Wang, there is an “art 
deco” feeling to her gowns drip- 
ping with crystals; Lazaro Perez 
trims the V-neck of one of his bias- 
cut sheaths with crystals. And 
design duo Badgley Mischka scat- 
ters pearl and crystal beading on 
its antique embossed organza gown.

Elegant beaded scrollwork is 
the hallmark of one of Angelica 
for Bianchi's silk-satin Empire- 
waist gowns that feature a fitted 
bodice and A-line skirt.

It may be years from now when 
you realize the importance of hav- 
ing hired a good photographer. In 
five, 10 or 20 years, when you pull 
out your wedding album to remi- 
nisce about your big day, it will be 
then that you appreciate being able 
to focus on happy memories instead 
of saying “Yuck! My eyes are closed 
in that one,” or, “Why are there 
shadows over our faces?” 

But how do you choose a pho: 
tographer with the right stuff? 
First, don't hire a relative, unless 
that relative 1s a professional. Just 
because Uncle Jim wants to do you 
a favor by shooting your pictures 
isn't a good reason to let him. Tell 
him you'd be happy, of course, if 
he'd like to bring his camera along 
to take snapshots for himself 

When selecting a photograph- 
er, ask friends, family and co-work- 
ers for referrals. Word of mouth is 
the best way to select any vendor. 
Still, it’s always good to do your 
own research. The yellow pages 
can yield great photographers, so 
can the Internet 

Next, set up an appointment 
with three or four or more, and 
make sure you actually meet and 
talk with the photographer who 
shoots weddings. Look at as many 
photos as he'll show you. If you 
don't like his style, leave courte- 
ously.

writing and have everyone sign; 
that way, if something goes wrong, 
you can prove you had a mutual 
agreement. Make sure the pho- 
tographer’s name is in writing, 
and that he doesn't send an assis- 
tant to shoot your wedding. 
(Although, many use assistants to 
help.) 

Ask the photographer if he’s 
shot at your particular wedding 
site before. He should know the 
lighting and restrictions of the 
rooms. If not, request that he visit 
the sites beforehand. 

Find out how many rolls the 
photographer will shoot. The more 
pictures he takes, the more you'll 
have to choose from. Find out if 
he uses color or black and white, or 
both, and agree. Black-and-white 
photos and natural lighting, the 
favorites of John F Kennedy's wed- 
ding photographer, Atlanta-based 
Denis Reggie, can convey a time- 
less quality that's appropriate for 
the occasion. 

Also, make sure you can pick 
your own album and number of 
pages. Remember, the more flexi- 
ble the photographer — and the 
greater the options you're offered 
— the higher the likelihood you'll 
be pleased with the outcome. 

The money part is tricky. 
Definitely establish ahead of time 
what is owed when, and whether 
it is refundable (rarely) if you decide 
to cancel, reports Modern Bride 
magazine. Most photographers 
request 50 percent up-front. Find 
out, too, whether there is a charge 


for overtime, if you can hola off 
payment until the proofs are ready 
and, says Modern Bride, “when 
the albums will be delivered and 
whether you can hold onto the neg- 
atives in case relatives want more.” 

By law, a photographer isn't 
required to turn over the nega- 
tives unless it's been guaranteed 
beforehand 

As a rule of thumb, you may 
want to allocate 7 percent to 10 
percent of your wedding budget to 
photography. Fees generally begin 
around $500, but can rise from 
$1,000 to $30,000 for a big-name 
professional 

Be sure to give the photogra- 
pher a wedding program, so he 
knows the schedule, a list of every- 
one in the bridal party and address- 
es of the wedding and reception 
sites. 

Things do go wrong occasionally. 
If you get baek awful photos, con- 
sider asking to have the prints 
redone. 

If the film is horrifyingly 
destroyed or missing, the photog- 
rapher should arrange to reshoot 
you, the groom and the wedding 
party at no charge. (Make sure this 
is stipulated 1n the contract.) 

Of course. he can't re-create 
your wedding day, but returning 
to the site is a good start. If these 
don’t work, request a refund, which 
you'll only get if he’ hasn't fulfilled 
his part of the ¢ ngement. 

Most important advice for bride 
and groom? Smile and have fun. 
All that posing will be over much 
too soon and you'll be left with, 
beautiful, photographic memories.

NEW YORK (AP) — The future of marriage looks like 
this: later wedding vows, later parenthood, and efforts to 
ensure the longevity of the union, according to Bridal Guide 
magazine. 

The bi-monthly publication reports on marriage trends in 
a coming issue, with these key findings 

— In 1998, the median age for a first marriage was 25 for 
women and 27 for men. Ages will continue to rise as more 
people postpone marrying to establish their careers, the 
magazine says. This bodes well for marital success because 
couples will be more mature and better established finan- 
cially 

— “Marriage education” classes before the ceremony — 
an effort to ensure solid, lasting unions — will become com- 
monplace. 

— Interracial and interfaith marriages will continue to in- 
crease. Census figures between 1960 and 1990 show a tenfold 
rise. 

— The birthrate for women between 30 and 34 grew more 
than any other age group between 1980 and 1999. Experts 
predict more one-child families, the magazine says. 

— Alternatives to traditional divorce if the marriage 
doesn’t work out continue to be explored. Many states have 
enacted or are considering initiatives such as covenant mar- 
riage or a partial rollback of no-fault divorce statutes to 
give partners stronger legal protection

so well and in 1990, Betty's 
Bentley, Weddings By Dom- 
enica was established in 
Stoneham. Two years ago, the 
business became incorporated. 
While her cakes are often the 
main attraction, the scope of 
the business has broadened 
significantly. 

"It's escalated," she says of 

the demand for wedding ser- 
vices. "It seems like people 
want more and more." 

While a bride still makes the 
decisions regarding what she 
wants for her wedding, Parise 
saves her time by knowing 
which vendor would satisfy her 
particular demands best and 
taking care of the details.

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O’Byrne has solution to hairy predicament 


Electrologists use of 
state-of-the-art laser 
improves self image 


By JENNIFER JORDAN 

Unwanted hair is never easy 
to talk about, but Paula Landry 
O'Byrne, owner of Winchester 
Electrology and Laser Clinic 
tries to make it easier for her 
clients 

Her clients, who vary in age. 
gender and occupation, share 
one characteristic: a desire to 
have hair removed from their 
arms, legs back, eyebrows, up- 
per lip or other body parts 

Electrology offers these 
people a way to remove un- 
wanted hair — permanently 

In a series of office visits 
that can continue for weeks or 
months, a probe, or needle, is 
placed at the base of each hair 
follicle. Then an electrical cur- 
rent runs to the root, killing the 
hair-producing follicle a little 
more each session, until it no 
longer grows hair. While the 
procedure can be painful for 
some people, topical creams 
are available that numb the 
skin 

Many of O'Byrne’s clients 
also share a source of embar- 
rassment about their physical 
appearance. O'Byrne under- 
stands this feeling of shame 
and how it can erode a_per- 
son's esteem. 

“There are people who wear 
long-sleeved shirts 12 months a 
year, even in . 99-degree 
weather,” she said because of 
unwanted hair on their arms. 
“I make people feel better 
about themselves and that is 
important.” 

Now along with electrology 
service O'Byrne has begun to 
offer laser hair removed with 
affiliation with Dr. Richard 
Sharpe, a North Shore 
dermatolo; and cosmetic 
surgeon who has several years 
experience working with 
lasers. 

“Laser hair removal offers 
dramatic results with little or 
no problems,” said 


Sharpe 

Generally, two to six treat- 
ments can remove large areas 
of “even the densest hair,” ac- 
cording to Sharpe. Laser hair 
removal is becoming more 
common, although Sharpe em- 
phasized the substantial train- 
ing involved to become 
qualified. 

O'Byrne, who is already a 
registered electrologist and has 
practiced for 10 years, took a 
post-graduate course in laser 
hair removal, in the fall of 98, 
and shortly thereafter began 
her collaboration with Sharpe. 

The three most important 
elements in successful laser 
hair removal, according to 
Sharpe are: properly trained 
electrologist and doctors; new 
laser equipment with long 
pulse and dynamic cooling, 
which cools the skin mil- 
liseconds before the laser fires, 
and informed patients, who 
know what to expect. 

Ideal candidates have pale 
skin and dark hair, which 
enable the light beam to clear- 
ly focus on the contrast — un- 
wanted hair. 

“The major difference be- 
tween electrolysis and laser 
hair removal is with elec- 
trolysis, one hair is removed at 
a time, where as the laser, 40 
hairs are treated at a time, and 
the process is much quicker,” 
explained Sharp. 

It is also more expensive, 
with sessions starting at $100 
and going up to $1,000 per visit. 
However, many people need 
only two to six sessions, as op- 
posed to several months 
needed for electrolvsis
